Contracting Shop Repair 
Work to Outside Firms 
by Roads Conflicted 

With Union Rules.

Chicago, May 10.—Contracting shop 
repair work to outside firms by a rail- 
road company was declared a violation 

of the transportation act, and con- 
tract provisions conflicting with the 
wages and working rules laid down 
by the railroad labor board were 
declared illegal in a decision handed 
down by the board today. The de- 

cision was characterized by the board 
as the most important it has render- 
ed since its establishment. 

The decision, which is the first 
of a series to be handed down on 
“disputes over “farming out” railroad 
labor, was made in the controversy 
between the union shop crafts and 
the Indiana Harbor Belt railroad. 
The board declared its pronouncement ' 
went “to the vitals of the transpor- 
tation.” 

“No more important dispute,” the 
decision added, has ever come before 

this board for adjudication.” 
Thirty-six Cases Pending. 

While the decision applied only to 
the one road, which last September 
contracted its repair work to the 

Burnham Car Repair company, the 
general principles established will 
govern all subsequent decisions. There 
are 36 such cases pending before 


the board, involving seventeen rail- 
roads. 
Fach ease, however, will be decided 
on its merits, the board said, àut the 
principles of the Indiana Harbor Belt 
decision would stand. Under the de- 
cision, thousands of former railroad

eral Harry M. Daugherty sprung a 


nation-wide sensation when he knock- 
ed the props out frem under the cor- 
rupt practices act and placed seats in 
the United States senate on the auc- 
tion block. 2 

This startling action, following the 
recently-expressed attitude of Presi- 
dent Harding against the primary sys- 
tem and the daily-demonstrated de- 
termination of the republican ma- 
chine to break down the civil serv- 
ice, is causing the men and women 
thinkers of the country tonight to 
wonder what will be the next step 
of the administration to tear down 
and destroy completely the last ves- 
tige of popular government. 

The decision of the attorney gen- 
eral that makes the sky the limit in 
campaign expenditures holds that the 
supreme court decision in the New- 
berry case had invatidated the cor- 
rupt practices act so far as senato- 
rial ¢andidates are concerned, thus 
making it entirely legal for a candi- 
date for the senate. to spend. sums 
without limit in primary and elec 
‘tion campaigns without filing any 
statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures with the secretary of the sen- 
ate. The candidates for the house of 
representative, however, under the 
attorney general’s decision, must con- 
tinue to abide faithfully by the law 
which was framed and intended to 
purify the ballot box and to give the 
people a free and untrammelled and 
unpurchased expression in the selec- 
tion of their public servants, 

To Seek Correction. 

The corrupt practices act, in its 
present form, was enacted August 19, 
1911, and refers to’election of sena- 
tors by legislatures. The seventeenth 
amendment to the constitution, rati- 
fied May 31, 1913, provides for their 
popular election. 

Immediate legislation will be sought 
by progressives in congress to correct 
the condition disclosed by Daugher- 
ty’s opinion. 

The correctness of Daugherty’s po- 
sition will be assailed by Senators 
Borah, Pomerene and others, but if 
his opinion is found to have the 
backing of the supreme court’s deci-

LOAN T0 UBER 


Washington, May 10.—Loan by the 
United States of $5,000,000 to the 
republic of Liberia was authorized in 
a resalution passed tonight by the 
Louse. 

The vote was taken after the house 
had defeated a motion to recommit 
the resolution to the ways and means 
committee with instructions to report 
it forthwith with an amendment pro- 
viding that no part of the amount 
loaned should be used in paying the 
indebtedness of Liberia incurred prior 
to August 1, 1914. 

The resolution was passed, 148 to 
139, with six members voting pres- 
ent. The motion to recommit was 
defeated 168 to 123. About forty re- 
publicans voted against the bill, al- 
though many republicans in and 
around the chamber did not vote. The 
democrats epposed it solidly. 


Heated Partisan Fight. 


In the all-day wrangle, character- 
ized by Representative Tincher, re- 
publican, Kansas, as “the most dia- 
bolical political fight in the house 
in the last two years,” there was 
what some members described as the 
remarkable spectacle of republican 
leaders insisting that an agreement 
of the Wilson administration should 
be carried out, with democratic lead- 
ers asserting that the loan to Liberia 
was authorized in 1918 “in defiance 
of law.” 

Reference to former President Wil- 
son by Chairman Fordney, of the 
ways and means committee, in charge 
of the resolution, which democrats 
declared was “insulting,” started a 
bitter partisan fight, which eclipsed 
for the moment interest in the repub- 
lican claim that the government was 
morally and legally bound to step to 
the aid of Liberia, and a united dem- 
oeratie denial. 3 

While there were many allusions to 
Mr. Wilson, the statement by Mr. 
Fordney which aroused democratic 
wrath was made during a sharp pas- 
sage bearing on the political make-up 
of Michigan. 

“We are intelligent people up there 
and we know how to vote,” said Chair- 
man Fordney, at which the chairman 
was asked, “If you have any schoo) 
teachers up there.“ 


Wilson Injected.

GERMANY ASKS DELAY 
IN REPARATIONS NOTE 


Paris, May 10.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.) — The German reply to the 
reparations note of April 13, which 
has been received by the reparations 
commission, protests the good will of 
the German government, but pleads 
the material impossibility of imposing 
sixty billion marks new taxes before 
May 31, or comydying with all the 
core.tions laid down on March 21. 

The German government, the reply 
says, is convinced of the necessity of 
covering expenditure without further 
monetary inflation. Having regard, 
however, for the German economic sit- 
uation and financial obligations 
abroad, it is considered inevitable that 
important payments que by Germany 
in foreign currency cannot be met 
without the aid of foreign loans, 

In conclusion the German govern- 
ment declares that it will do its best 
to comply with the conditions of the 
cummission’s note of March 21. It 
is of the opinion, however, that some 
of the conditions are incapable of ful- 
fillmnt but relies on the commission’s 
offer in its letter of April 13, “to 
eyamine any practicable suggestions 
which may be put forward by the 
German government for meeting the 
difficulties in Which it is placed.” 

The German government expresses 
regret that owing to the prolonged ab- 
sence of several of its members at 
Genoa, ic has not been possible to 
observe some of the time limits laid 
down by the note of March 21, and 
requests that a reasonable extension 
of these limits be granted by the com- 
mission,

Mr. Hewlett, who made the trip to 
the Grady hospital in company with 
Charlie Leffew, a former employe of 
the A., B. & A. railroad, stated that 
the negro told him that a number of 
white men were at the office at the 
time, and that others, besides the 
negro Charlie Hunt, participated in 
the shooting. 

This alleged confession was obtain- 
ed in the presence of Patrolman J. H. 
McGahee, who is guarding the negro 
at the hospital. 

First Step Taken. 

This is the first step that Mr. Hew- 
lett, who has been asked to aid in 
the investigation and assist in the 
prosecution of those who participated 
in the shooting, has taken toward 
helping detectives and investigators 
from Solicitor-General John Boy- 
kin’s office to learn who owned the 
weapons that shot the bullets, one of 
which, it is charged. caused the death 
of Dan Walton and the probab! fatal 
wourding of J. J. Chastain and Kel- 
ley Bailey. N 

The Everett negro was in such a 
weakened condition that it was almost 
impossible for him to sneak above a 
whianer.

Watkins-Atlanta Plan 
in Wiehe 


Furnished Constitution by headquarters 


The civil service provisions of the 
Watkins-Atlanta plan were written 
with two purposes in view: to secure 
for the city competent employees and 
to protect those employees from re- 
moval at the behest of politicians. 

The first work of the civil service 
board will be separating into classes 
all positions in the city’s service. The 
examinations applicants must stand 
will vary with the work to be done. 
They will be of a practical nature. de- 
signed to ascertain the candidate's 
fitness for the position sought. Every 
3 must be filled from the three 
candidates making the highest grade. 

Each department of the city gov- 
ernment must keep a record of the 
work of every employee, and these rec- 
ords, submitted to the civil service 
board, will form the basis. for pro- 
motion. Employees will be promoted 
from lower to higher grades according 
to the excellence of their work. 

All records of the civil service board 
must be kept open to public inspec- 
tion, 

Present Employees Protected. 

The Watkins-Atlanta plan gives 
complete protection to present city 
employees, greater protection than 
they enjoy under the present charter. 
These men will retain their places 
without examination, and they will 
have the same security in their posi- 
tions and the same opportunity of 
promotion, through efficiency, that is 
offered to new employees. 

It is expressly provided in the Wat- 
kins-Atlanta plan that no employee 
may be removed except upon charges 
preferred in writing. The employee 
must be furnished with a copy of 
these charges and must be allowed a 
reasonable time for answering them. 
This answer of the employee must be 
made a part of the public records of 
the civil service board. 

Thus the employee is fully protect- 
ed. No head of a department who 
wishes to get rid of a man because of 
political reasons or a personal grudge 
will attempt to do so when he knows 
that he will be forced to furnish 
written charges and more than likely 
forced to prove those charges at a 
public hearing. 

The Watkins-Atlanta charter puts 
an end to political blackmail. It 
makes criminal the solicitation or ac- 
eeptance of any political contribu- 
tions from city employees. 

Teachers on Permanent List. 

Special protection 1s given the pub- 
lic school teachers. They are in- 
eluded under that clause in the civil 
service which provides against the 

i of city employees without 
written charges and a hearing. 

After two years’ service a teacher 
is 2 on the permanent list. This 

od of probation is unquestionably 
— enough to enable the principal 
and the board of education to deter- 
mine whether a teacher is fitted for 
the work. 

When a teacher gets on the perma- 
nent list she is secure in her position, 
but she may be removed for cause 
after a hearing. 

, Pensions. 


An adequate system of pensions 18 
provided for employees disabled 
through injury received in line of 
their employment and for employees 
who, after having served the city for 
twenty years or more, are incapacitac- 
ed through ill health or old age. 

But fo employee can be retired 
without the recommendation of the 
publie health officer, the head of the 
department, and the mayor. Further, 
the board of aldermen passes finally 
on all cases of retirement. 

The Watkins-Atianta plan provides 
that department heads may be includ- 
ed under the civil service if the board 
of aldermen so determines, But the 
Choate plan expressly exempts all 
heads of departments from the civil 
service, When you consider that the 
Choate plan gives the mayor the pow- 
er to appoint all department heads 
you will realize what a political up- 
heaval will take place in our city 
government every four years. If the 
heads of departments, no matter how 
efficient they may be, have failed to 
support politically the successful can- 
didate for mayor, they will lose their 
jobs.

Civil service provisions in the com- 
posite charter well illustrate its gen- 
eral superiority over the Watkins 
charter and its incomparable superior- 
ity over the old patchwork charter 
under which the city is operating at 
present. i 

The present charter provides no 
civil service except in the police de- 
partment. 

The Watkins charter provides a 
civil service which is a great advance 
over the present charter, but not near- 
ly so efficient or desirable as the civil 
service in the composite charter. 

The Watkins charter provides for 
a civil service board or commission of 
citizens to make rules and regulations 
for the classified branches of the mu- 
nicipal service; to hold examinations 
at stated intervals of applicants for 
positions in the service; to grade these 
applicants according to their papers 
and their personal qualifications: to 
furnish lists of eligibles go the heads 
of departments. The Watkins char- 
ter requires all heads of departments 
to fill vacancies in the service by ap- 
pointment of eligibles in the order of 
their grades. 

Desirable Features. 

Up to this point the Watkins char- 
ter and the composite charter are 
practically the same. Beyond this 
point the composite charter goes fur- 
ther and contains several desirable 
features not contained in the Watkins 
charter. 

The Watkins charter allows civil 
service employees to be dismissed from 
the service WITHOUT A HEARING. 
This practically defeats one object of 
cis! service. The first object of civil 
service is to prevent loading of the 
public payroll with political appoin- 
tees, who get their jobs without re- 
gard to their qualifications or lack 
of qualifications. This object is ac- 
complished by the Watkins civil serv- 
ice. * 

The second object of civil service ts 
to PREVENT POLITICAL PUN- 
ISHMENT of competent employees 

ho perform their duties, attend to 
their business and stay out of poli- 
tics. This object is defeated by the 
Watkins civil service.. The city man- 
ager in the Watkins charter could 
discharge the whole force of all de- 
partments—good. bad and indif- 
ferent—if he took a notion. and they 
WOULD HAVE NO REDRESS. 

The composite charter provides that 
no civil service employee shall be dis- 
charged witbout a bearing. Thus it 
not only protects the public against 
loading of the payroll with political 
favorites, but also protects competent 
emvlovees against political persecution 
and personal snite. 3 

Not Subject to Recall. 

It should be remembered also that 
the Watkins city manager, in com- 
plete administrative control, is not 
elected by the people and is not sub- 
ject to recall. He is virtually a mon- 
arch of absolute authority, beyond the 
peoples reach, serving a term of of- 
ice WITEOUT LIMIT. 

The mayor in the composite char- 
ter, likewise in complete administra- 
tive control, is elected by the people 
for four years, is ineligible for re- 
election, is subject to recall, his heads 
of departments must be confirmed by 
ae and can be removed by coun- 


The composite charter places all ex- 
isting city employees under the civil 
service; yet the eity politicians, know- 
ing this fact, are telling city em- 
| ployees that the composite charter 
“legislates them out of their jobs.” 

The composite charter places all city 
employees under the protection of 
the workmen’s compensation law of 
Georgia, thus removing all doubt as 
to their rights. 

The composite charter provides that 
the pay of city employees shall be in- 
creased at least 10 per cent for each 
five years of continuous service, thus 
rewarding permanence, 

The present charter protects neither 
the puhlic nor the city employees. 
The Watkins charter protects. the 
public but not the city employees. 
The composite charter protects both.

Choate Composite Plan | Present Charter Plan 


Furnished Constitution by headquarters 
of present charter supporters. 


Under the present charter the mem- 
bers of the police department are un- 
der civil service. Under the ordi- 


nances and rules of the board of fire- 


masters, the firemen also serve under 
civil service * —— 

The other departments at present 
have no similar service, but the 
amendment proposed by council un- 
dertakes to place the school teacherg 
under such provisions, 

Thus the school, fire and police de- 
partments will have this regulation. 
These departments constitute the 
great bulk of employees, to whom such 
rules could properly be made appli- 
cable. It would be useless to extend 
these provisions, involving examina- 
tions, tests, etc., to the diggers in the 
ditch or the drivers of carts. Such 
employees, for the most ,part, come 
— go. They come from a class un- 
prepared to stand Kaminations and 
thus secure permanent positions, 

Therefore, we conclude that the 
present charter applies pe principle 
of civil service to s employees 
whose employment requires civil serv- 
ice and would justify same. 

Are Natural Growth. 

It is well to note that charters are 
like other laws, a natural growth, 
People cannot read the future. They 
can best and most wisely meet situa- 
tions as they arise. To undertake to 
write down iron-clad rules to fit fu- 
ture exigencies is as unwise as to 
count the chickens before the eggs are 
hatched. 

So, our charter extends civil serv- 
ice rules to employees 4 the progress 
of the departments and the proper pro- 
tection of the employees demand. 

The theorist sits at his table and 
writes out what HE thinks will work. 
Nothing is more unprofitable than to 
undertake to draft rules to govern 
men along lines of how WE think 
they should act. 

Experience is the wisest teacher! 
Learn from events how men will act. 
Then we are prepared to shape rules 
for their conduct. 

The city of Atlanta, in the past, 
has proceeded along these lines. 0 
have made haste, slowly. We have 
met the occasions as they arise. We 
have shaped our rules according to 
facts, as experience has disclosed 
them, not according to fancies, as we 
might desire them to be. 

Fair Sample of Process. 

Our position on civil service is a 
fair sample of this process. We have 
applied these rules to the departments 
as they grew up and progressed, and 
were prepared for them. We first 
applied them to the police and fire 
departments. We now propose to ex- 
tend them to the school teachers. We 
will provide them for still other em- 
ployees when they are ready for them. 

We submit this is the only sane 
method. : 

In addition to the above provisions, 
we grant pensions to all employees, in 
any department or service, after twen- 
ty years’ continuous service, where 
they become incapacitated in such 
service. 5 

There are now on the pension roll 
a number of employees, workers from 
the sanitary department, as well as 
many teachers, deservedly reaping a 
continuous reward, after long and 
faithful service. 

Paid for Injuries. 

Besides, when a fireman or police- 
man is injured in the service their 
names are carried on the rolls, at full 
pay, until they either get well or it 
is found that they can never return 
to their positions. 

Atlanta, under the present charter, 
treats its employees fairly, but at 
the same time the interests of all the 
people are safeguarded and protected. 
Some of the civil service provisions of 
the other charters would be practical- 
ly impossible of enforcement, and even 
if enforced, would be of no earthly 
benefit to the city or any one else. 
Our present civil service provisions, 
with the teachers in our publie schools 
also placed under civil service as call- 
ed for in the council amendments, are 
entirely adequate for our present 
needs, but as extensions of the system 
are needed these extensions can be 
taken care of and arranged for.

At the meeting Tuesday, at which 
a full — — attended, the bills 
already introduced by Senators Sim- 
mons, Lenroot, Norbeck and Capper

“After having read over the va- 


| rious bills introduced and heard them 


discussed, I feel that the Simmons bill 
is sufficiently broad and comprehen- 
sive to create a national system of 
short term agricultural finance that 
will meet the needs of the farmers en- 
gaged in all lines of agriculture includ- 
ing live stock production and the co- 
operative marketing associations. I 
oppose the Lenroot bill because the 
foundation capital proposed ig entire- 
ly inadequate and because the bill 
seeks to give the administration of 
short term agricultural credits to our 
present established system of federal 
farm land banks. The two systems 
cannot be made to properly and sat- 
isfactorily function. 1 
Cites European Systems. 

„European countries, much smaller 
in territory and farm population than 
the United States, have by many 
years’ experience proven conclusively 
that short term agricultural finance 
must be divorced from long term land 
credits and the short term credits of 
commercial banking. For these rea- 
sons, and as a result of my personal 
investigations of these systems in Eu- 
ropean countries, I trust that some 
bill such as the one proposed by Sen- 
ator’ Simmons, which also seeks to 
absorb the war finance corporation 
and its capital of $500,000,000, will be 
speedily enacted into law. 

“For a cotton grower it requires 
practically twelve months in which 
to grow the crop, and nine additional 
months if the commodity is marketed 
in an orderly manner. Farmers, there- 
fore, should have a system of loans 
reaching from one to three years, at 
the lowest possible rate of interest, if 
their industry is to be properly devel- 
oped and operated. As the only basic 
industry of the nation and upon which 
all other industries depend for 
progress and prosperity, it is more 
vital to the nation that ample finan- 
cial provision be made for agriculture 
than it is for those engaged in the. 
various artificial departments of com- 
mercial life.” |

should contribute materially toward 
the building up of the nitrogen fix- 
ation industry. 

Announcing the results of a study 
of world production capacities for in- 
organic nitrogen other than Chilean 
nitrate in 1921, Major Clement said 
that Germany led with more than half 
oe the world’s total capacity. The 
United States, Great Britain and 
France follow in the order named. On 


account of the enormous development 


of fixation plants in Germany during 
the we: said Major Clement, whose 
paper, the society announced, was read 
with the approval of the army chief of 
ordnance, it is predicted that Germany 
will have a large surplus of ammonia 
for export. , 

Discussing the consumption and sup. 
ply of fixed nitrogen, Major Clement 
said: 

“The future of nitrogen fixation in 
the United States will depend in large 
measure on the relation between the 
demand and supply of inorganic nitro- 
gen. The world's production of inor- 
ganic nitrogen during 1910 was 654,- 
000 tons. By 1913 it had increased to 
823.000 tons, and in 1918 it amounted 
to 1,300,000 tons. The increase in. 
production was most rapid in the case 
of fixed atmospheric nitrogen, and 
least rapid in the case of Chilean 
nitrate. 

“The war demand increased 
Chilean production only 10 per cent—

from 450,000 to 500,000 tons. The 
production of by-produet ammonia in- 
creased from 220,000 tons of nitrogen 
in 4010 to 390,000 tons in 1920. 
During the same period the production 
‘of fixed atmospheric nitrogen in- 
creased from 10,000 tons to 467,000 
tons.“ 
Big Demand Is Showin: 


Major Clement quoted Walter Euck- 
en, a German authority, as saying that 
there is an acute demand for all the 
nitrogen Germany's fixation plants can 
produc , and added 

“The annual .consumption of inor- 
ganic nitrogen in the United States 
in recent years has increased at an 
enormous rate. Captain D. P. Gail- 
lard, nitrate division, ordnance depart- 
ment, estimates that the amount of 
nitrogen consumed in the United 
States in 1918 in the production. of 
military explosives was 151,000 tons. 
This figure may be compared with 
Germany's requirement of 265.000 
tons under the Hindenburg program 
adopted August 31, 1916. It may be 
accepted as an indication of the sup- 
ply of inorganic nitrogen that would 
be required in any future war in 
which the United States may become 
involved. 

“Approximately, one-half of the in- 
organic nitrogen censumed in the 
United States at the present time is 
used in the production of fertilizers 
The balance is about equally divided 
between explosives and the chemical 
and other industries. The consump- 
tion in fertilizers is increasing more 
rapidly than the consumption for 
other purposes. 

Total Nitrogen. 

“The total nitrogen returned to the 
soit each year by fertilizers is a frac- 
tion only of that annually lost from 
land under cultivation. As the nat- 
ural fertility of the soil decreases and 
the value of farm and farm lands in- 
creases, there should be a correspond- 
ing increase in the demand for fertil- 
izers,- It is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect that the use of fertilizer wil] 
grow more rapidly in the future than 
it has in the pasi, provided only that 
it is available in sufficient quantities 
and at a reasonable price. 

“Assuming an increase of 10 per 
cent per year, it is estimated that 
the total consumption of inorganic 
nitrogen in the United States will 
be 294,500 tons in 1924 and 438. 
000 in 1930. The estimated domestic 
supply of by-product nitrogen from 
coal for the same years is 122,500 
and 159,500 tons respectively. 

“The difference will have to be sup- 
plied by nitrogen fixation plans and 
by imports. A considerable part of 
the deficiency—45,000 tons—could be 
obtained by the operation of the plant 
at Muscle Shoals. In the event of a 
future war, the requirements would 
be much greater.’ 

Mr. Cutler’s Talk. 

Wastes in the steel industry can be 
reduced materially through fhe use 
of blast furnaces, according to Mr. 
Cutler in his talk before the fuel 


this period of readjustment 
there is every reason for the reduc- 
tion or, if possible, the elimination 
of waste, and the managers and en- 
gineers of the steel and iron indus- 
try have been alive to the advantages 
resulting from the. conservation of 
fuel,“ said Mr. Cutler. There are, 
however, in this and in all allied by- 
product industry opportunities for 
the reduction of fuel.’ 

Mr. Cutler said that steel plants 
were effecting many permanent econ- 
omies in fuel. Among the reasons, 
he said, were the advance in fuel 
prices, shortage of natural gas and 
the special heating requirements con- 
nected with the manufacture of ar- 
tillery and ammunition during the war 
resulting in the development of com- 
bustion systems. 

„One of the most important prob- 
lems of the American steel plant 
manager and engineer,“ Mr. Cutler 
said, “is so to regulate the production 
and consumption of the various fuels 
occurring as a by-product of steel 
piant manufacture as to minimize 
the consumption of raw coal in pro- 
ducers or under boilers that would 
ofherwise be sent to the by-product 
plant.”

“I won- 
der what she is thinking about our 
home” and so on, and one does love a 
letter that graciously and cordially 
answers those questions.

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POWDER FOR HAIR. 

The great objection to using pow- 
der ‘between shampoos to keep the 
hair fluffy, is that it leaves the head 
“dusty-looking.” Talcum or pow- 
dered orris is white, no matter how 
carefully the hair is brushed aftbr- 
wards, a little of the dustiness seems 
to remain. Even if you use coarse, 
yellow cornmeal, ‘which is so much 
easier to brush in and out of the hair, 
a slight dustiness is apt to remain 
because of the fine starchy powder 
in the meal. 

Try this—it’s a perfectly new idea, 
and I think you will like it. 

It's obvious that if you, having 
dark brown hair, could use dark brown 
powder to fluff it—the powder that 


could not be brushed out would not 
| show, so your hair would be clean and 
| glossy too. The thing, then, is 


to 
have a dark brown powder. Recently 
[ sent to a very smart shop in London 


| for a special powder sold there for 


this purpose. On examination I find 
it hard to duplicate here, and expen 
sive as well. 

Then I tried this substitute suc- 
cessfully. Take any amount of plain, 
every-day laundry starch. Dissolve 
it in cold, strong coffee, as strong and 
black as you can make it. Pour it in 
shallow pans and set outdoors to dry. 
When dry, crush and sift the powder 
until it is free from lumps, and mix 
in a little sachet, or keep in a covered 
box into which vou have dropped some 
perfumed oil. This is to overcome the 
coffee odor. 

You can use a little of this now and 
then to keep the hair fluffy, without 
any fear of the white, dusty look of 
ordinary white powder.

There appeared to be a good supply 
of contracts around these figures, how- 
ever, with the south a moderate seller 
here, and the market became weaker 
when the bullish weekly report of the’ 
weather bureau failed to inspire fresh 
buying. Local selling was also en- 
couraged by the daily detailed reports 
showing less precipiation in the south- 
west than suggested by some of the 
early advices, and stop orders were 
uncovered as prices broke under yes- 
terday’s low figures.

BY HEAVY RAINS 


Washington, May 10.—Field. work 
in the cotton belt was much inter- 
rupted by rains during the week end- 
ing yesterday, the weather bureau re- 
ported today in its weekly weather 
and crop review. 

Planting ond replanting of cotton, 
the review said, made generally slow 
progress in the north central and 
eastern districts. Rain in some south- 
eastern localities, especielly in Flor- 
ida and southern Georgia, however, 
was beneficial. 

The south continued wet in nearly 
all portions of the cotton belt west of 
the Mississippi river and little field 
work was possible, the review contin- 
ued. Cotton continued to make satis- 
factory progress in the lower coast of 
Texas, but elsewhere in that state its 
' progrees and condition were reported 
as poor. Sunshine was said to have 
been deficient in the central section of 


the southern portions of 
the east gulf stites. 

Sugar cane made good growth in 
the southern cane-growing areas and 
truck improved in much of Florida. 

Winter wheat continued to make 
satisfactory advances generally and 
was much helped by showers from Vir- 
ginia northward and northeastward, 
and in western Kansas and by dry 
weather in eastern Kansas, the bu- 
reau said. Conditidna were favorable 
for field work and germination in the 
spring wheat belt, with the result that 
seeding has been mostly completed. 

Oats acreage was reported as con- 
siderably decreased because of the 
unfavorable conditions for seeding that 
prevailed, Preparation of corn ground, 
the bureau reported, made satisfactory 
progrees in most northern And eastern 
sections, although there was further 
delay because of heavy rains in the 
Ohio valley and the southwest.
